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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendment to claim 27 raises the issue of new matter because the instant specification does not 
disclose a charge eliminating means and an exposure means as presently recited. The specification does disclose "light sources served 
as an image-irradiating unit 5 and charge eliminating lamp 2 may be any light-emitting devices, such as a fluorescent lamp, tungsten 
lamp, halogen lamp, mercury-vapor lamp, sodium lamp, light emitting diode (LED), semiconductor laser (LD) or electroluminescence 
(EL)." It is clear from this disclosure that the charge eliminating lamp is disclosed but not the broader charge eliminating means, which 
would include things other than "lamps". Further, the only "exposure means" is a image-irrading unit in the specification. The 
specification as filed does not disclose the breadth of claim langauge as now presented or as provided in the priority document. New 
matter would be introduced into the claim if the amendment were entered. 

The obviousness type double patenting rejection is maintained for the same reasons as given in the last Office communication. 
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
